WHEREAS, the Board has found and determined by resolution
that the publi: interest requires the construction of sanitary sew
ers in RENTON STREET (A PRIVATE STREET) and other rights
of way and that the improvement is necessary as a health measure;
and
WHEREAS, provisions have not otherwise been made for the
maintenance and repair of sewers within the district to be improved.
NOW. THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Super
visors of the County of Los Angeles, State of California, as follows:

That the public interest and necessity require and that it is

That serial bonds shall be issued in accordance’ with Division
7. Street and Highways Code, to represent each assessment of fifty
dollars ($50.00) or more remaining unpaid for thirty (30) days af
ter the date of the recording of the warrant. The serial bonds
shall extend over a period ending nine (9) years from the second
day of January next succeeding the next October fifteenth follow
ing their date, and shall bear interest at the rate of six (6) per
cent per annum on all sums unpaid, until the whole of the princi
pal and interest is paid.

tructed nor is such territory included within a sewer maintenance
district and that upon completion of construction of said improve
ment said territory will be in need of sewer maintenance and
should be annexed to an existing sewer maintenance district,
